who talked at some length on crime 
and how it should be put down, 


Mr/Bannon said that crime was 


an. apt of commission or omission. 
Murder was a crime of commission 
and failure to place a stamp on a 
check a crime of omission. Mr. 
Bannon referred to the case of Dr. 
A. L. Abott, indicted here for prac- 
tising medicine. He said it was bet- 
ter to let him stay away than to 
bring him back here to stand trial, 
as we had gotten rid of a nuisance. 


After defining duties of various 


officers Mr. Bannon said we paid our 
policemen $50 a month to ferret out 
crime and not to walk the streets 
and look pretty. He seemed to think 
the mayor ought to do everything 
towards suppressing crime and said 
that official had larger powers than 
people generally supposed. 


Mr. Bannon referred to the grand 


jury and the proseoutor and said 
that it is his duty to subpeona to see 
that all violators of the laws are 
are prosecuted. He is not a police 
officer. It is not his duty to bunt up 
violators. He is the state's attorney 
and represents the state. 


Mr. W. Donaldson arose as soon 


as Mr. Bannon 
had 
concluded 


and wanted information. He wanted 
to know if there was a law against 
Blot machines. 


Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Binnon 


answered; "Yes, there is a law 
against games of chance. The state 
law covers this. The police have 
the right to go in the saloons and 
close or stop these machines, or take 
them out. In Cincinnati the ma- 
chines have been, taken out. 


Mr. Geo. Scudder then offered the

Mr. Scudder, In conclusion said: 


"Do I understand you, Mr. Bannon, 
to say that the mayorv!s within the 
law when he issues, or grants, aper- 
mitfor such an exhibition as is pro- 
posed?"
